Dr Eitel senda us u etter which 
throws fresh light an several points in 
connection with the pamphlet recently 
issued by the Literary Chancellor of the 
Chinesa Empire violently denouncing 
“all heterodox doctrines’ and stimulu- 
ting the people to the most ruthless 
persecution of all who waver from the 
‘ono orthodox faith of Ching.’ Dr 
Eitel is ao well koown as a life-long 
student of the Chinese and their lan« 
guoge and literature that his authority 
is boyond dispute, His evidence shows 
that this péupbien originated in 1899, 
when all Eogltsh merchants hed been 
driven out of Canton. Thue, a docu- 
ment which on the face of it furiously 
denounces heretics in general while 
avoiding special mention of foreign 
faiths, has its origin at a moment of 
violent anti-foreign feoling. And it is 
first published in direct pursuance of 
an Imperial Edict specifically framed 
for ‘stirring up the nation’ agaivet ‘all 
heterodox kinds of doctrine.’ This 
order was only for publication in 
1839. In 1850 there were more 
anti-foreign troubles, not anti-Chris- 
tian in particular but only so by 
consequence; snd then an order 
was issued for the distribution of this 
1839 pamphlet to be regular and con- 
tinuous. For 9 time no doubt the order 
was obeyéd, but it fall into desuetude 
like everything else in China with lapse 
of years, The next awakening of acti- 
vity in circulating the. document was in 
1890, when thera were serious apti- 
forvign disturbances in Cunton. Again
